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City Cut 41 Cents 

Sierra Madre residents this year will have 
a cut of nearly 41 cents per $100 assessed 
valuation in their property tax bills. 


Total tax bill for the city 
was placed at $6.1181 on each 
$100 of valuation this week as 
the Board of Supervisors set 
the general county tax rate at 
$1.60—down 16 cents from last 
year; the school district rate at 
$2.4364—down 3.34 cents; San¬ 
itation District No. 15 rate at 
22.05 cents—down 5.42 cents, 
and Flood Control District rate 
at 19.12 cents—down 3.3 cents. 

These cuts made a clean 
sweep for taxpayers. The City 
Council already had set the 
city rate at $1.67 per $100 valu¬ 
ation. This represents a cut of 
16 cents under last year. 

TTiese five items appear on 
your tax bill which will arrive 
in November—first Installment 
due in December and the sec¬ 
ond in April.

State Water 
Rights Told 
To Chamber 

Dean Franklin Thomas of 
Caltech told the Chamber of 
Commerce Thursday that every 
effort is being made to put 
Colorado River Water into im¬ 
mediate use in California. 

Speaking before the regular 
meeting of the Chamber, Dr. 
Thomas, who is chairman of 
the Colorado River Board of 
California, said there is no bet¬ 
ter way in the world to estab¬ 
lish California’s water rights 
to the Colorado River than by 
using it. 

In referring to the current 
controvesry between California 
and Arizona on the Colorado 
River Project, Dr. Thomas said 
most of the difficulty lies in 
Interpretation of three water 
acts. They are the Colorado 
River Compact of 192 2, the 
Boulder Canyon Project Act of 
1928, and the California Limi¬ 
tations Act of 1929. 

The "big bone of contention” 
lies in Interpreting the last- 
mentioned act. Dr. ’Thomas 
said.

Polio Symptoms 

Polio is an Insiduous mal¬ 
ady. According to the Sister 
Elizabeth Kenney Foundation, 
the virus may be carried for 
months or even years by the 
patient without his knowledge 
or that of the trained physi¬ 
cian. 

Possible polio symptoms that 
greatly resemble those of com¬ 
mon flu. An unexplained fever, 
nausea, aches, pains and stiff¬ 
ness are symptoms in both dis¬ 
eases. Sometimes the so-called 
"flu” may last a week or more, 
the patient may begin to feel 
better, then when he attempts 
some strenuous physical ac¬ 
tivity or undergoes undue ex¬ 
posure, he suffers loss of au¬ 
tomatic reflexes and a para¬ 
lytic condition may set in. 

That is the reason that, when 
in doubt as to the illness in¬ 
volved, it is always safest to 
call your physician. 

The precautions listed below 
have appeared in previous ar¬ 
ticles on the subject. However, 
because of their Importance, 
they are repeated for the infor¬ 
mation of parents: 

Avoid over-fatigue caused by 
too active prolonged play or 
exercise, or Irregular hours.

This City 
Needs A 
Fly Drive

Sierra Madre needs an Anti- 
Fly Campaign NOW. 

This cry has been raised by 
several civic groups and many 
citizens during the past several 
weeks. 

Local residents realize that 
the time to make Sierra Madre 
a flyless city is now—when a 
prolonged hot and dry period 
has intensified already ideal 
fly-breeding conditions. 

Medical authorities agee that 
flies are deadly in the spread¬ 
ing of many dread diseases. 
Among the more than 30 ill¬ 
nesses that definitely have 
been proved spread by files 
are typhoid fever, tuberculosis, 
and dysentry. The Los Angeles 
County Board of Health declar¬ 
es that at least one in every 20 
cases of TB is communicated 
by the deadly fly. 

In addition, it is strongly be¬ 
lieved that flies are carriers 
of^polio gerraa^-a disease that 
is beginning its annual de¬ 
struction of children and 
adults. 

Just how many more dis¬ 
eases can be laid at the filthy 
feet of the altogether too “com¬ 
mon housefly” cannot be dis¬ 
covered until a city is com¬ 
pletely rid of the menace, and 
a comparison of death rates 
with other cities not so for¬ 
tunate is undertaken. 

Temple City and South Pasa¬ 
dena currently are engaged in 
anti-fly crusades. Last week. 
Temple City citizens, led by 
their local Boy Scout troops, 
laid sweeping plans for the 
city’s war on flies. 

W. A. McCreery of the Coun¬ 
ty Health Department spoke be¬ 
fore the aroused Temple City 
residents. He outlined require¬ 
ments for a complete coverage 
of the community, and stressed 
the importance of all citizens 
co-operating in the battle. He 
described the various types of 
the latest, most effective 
sprays. 

In a recent article in Wom¬ 
an's Home Companion. Author 
J. D. Ratcliff estimated that a 
community of overage size can 
be completely rid of flies at 
an expense of as little as 2 
cents a person. 

Here is the way the cam¬ 
paign is working in Temple 
City and could be conducted 
in Sierra Madre: Scouts (or any 
other civic minded group) visit 
homes and business establish¬ 
ments in the city, requesting 
citizens to co-operate by spray¬ 
ing in their immediate vicin¬ 
ity. County officials will search 
for the worst breeding places. 
(In Sierra Madre, some of the 
most ideal places are where 
livestock is maintained.) Of¬ 
ficials make a fly-count be¬ 
fore and after the city-wide 
spraying. Simple, isn’t it? 

The first move, however, 
must come from the concerted 
action of one or more civic 
groups, determined to annihi¬ 
late the filthiest insect known 
to man. How about it?
